Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and Ms. Ng discussed possible amendments to the 
current claims, namely claim 23 of the copending application 10758952 (which is similar to claim 9 of the current 
application), although much of the discussion pertains to both applications. It was agreed that Ms. Ng will amend the 
independent claim in an attempt to overcome the Faberman reference, placing the majority of the emphasis on what 
makes up the transistor (possibly including the attachment/detachment of the battery from the circuit with respect to the 
transistor) and how the transistor is driven (i.e. clarification on the linear regulation of the device using voltage level 
versus Faberman's regulation using duty cycle or pulse width). Therefore, further searching of prior art will most likely 
be required once the amended claims are submitted . 
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
